In 
the mens’ apartment the fpace allowed to 
each is fix feet in length by fixteen inches 
in breadth. The boys are each allowed five 
feet by fourteen inches. The women have 
live feet ten inches in length by fixteen in- 
ches in breadth ; and the girls four feet by 
one foot. The Kitty, of 137 tons, had only 

















one foot ten inches, and the Venus, of 146 


and itis known that a large proportion of 








tons, had only one foot nine inches, perpen- 
dicular height between each layer of flaves. 
Thus crouded, the men are faftened together, 
two and two, by handcuffs on their wrifts 
and by irons riveted on their legs, One 
hundred thoufand flaves (adds the remon- 
ftrance) are annually exported from Africa ; 
and of thefe forty five thoufand, as experi- 
ence has proved, perifh yearly, either m, 
tranfportation or in feafoning.” : 

If this flatement be juft, it follows that ten 
nillion flaves have beentranfported frem Af- 
rica, during the boafled 18th century ; of 
whom four millions and five hundred thou- 
fand funk under their fuffertngs, and expir- 
ed in a manner unfpeakably more cruel than 
to haveguffered murder by aifaflination in 
their own country. 

This abominable traffic is fill carried on 
by people who profefs themfelves chriitians 
—by republican Americans, as well as Ea- 
ropeans. [any in this country are now ri- 
oting in the fpoils of oppreffion and murder. 
But God is juft ; and innocent bleod will 
not cry in vain. 

The day of vengeance is begun ; and, by 
a remarkable providential retahation, the ea- 
flaved Africans are becoming a fearful fcourg® 
to their opprefiors.

EXAMINATION 
OF THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
NUMBER IX. 


HE leading puints of the Meffage have 

been fufhciently canvaffed, and it is 
beieved to have been tuily demonftrated, 
that this communication is chargeable with 
allthe faults which were imputed to it on the 
outfet of the Examination, We have fhewn 
that it has made or attempted to make pro- 
digal facrifices of conftitutional energy, of 
found principle, and of public intereft. In 
the dofirine refpecting war, there is a fenfe- 
lefs abandonment of the juft and neceflary 
authority of the Executive Department, in 
a point, material to our national fatety. In 








the propofals to relinquifh the internal reve- 
nue, there is an attempt to eftablifh a prece- 
dent ruinous to our public credit ; calculated 
to prolong the burthen of the debt, and gen- 
erally to enfeeble and fink the government, 
by depriving it of refources of great impor- 
tance to its re[peétability, ‘to the accomplifh. 
ment of its moft falutary plans, to its power 
of being ufeful.—In the attack upon the 
judiciary eflablifhment, there is a plain effort 
to eapes that organ of the government; one 








on which its efliciency and fuccefs abfoiutely 
depend.—In the recommendation to admit 
indifcriminately foreign emigrants of every 
defeription to the privileges of American 
citizens, on their firft entrance into our 
country, there is an attempt to break down 
every pale which has been erefted for the 
prefervation of a national fpirit and a na- 
tional chara€ter ; and tg let in the wnoft power- 
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ful means of perverting and corrupting both 
the one and the other. 

This is more than the moderate opponents 
of Mr. Jefferfon’s elevation ever feared from 


his adminiftration ; much more than the moft 


wrongheaded of his own fe& dared to hope ; 
it is infinitely more than any one who had 
read the fair profeflions in his Inaugural 
Speech could have fufpeéted. Refletting 
men muft be difmayed at the profpeét before 
us. Iffuch rapid ftrides have been hazarded 
in the very griftle of his adminilftration, what 
may be expeéted 4':en it fhall arrive to man- 
hood ? In vain was the colle&ted wifdom of 
America convened at Philadelphia.—In vain 
were the anxious labours of a Wafhington 
beftowed.—Their works are regarded as no- 
thing better than empty bubbles deftined to 
be blown away by the mere breath of a dif- 
ciple of Turgot s a pupil ot Condoreeé. 
Though the moft prominent teatures of the

There remains to be curforily noticed, a 
difpofition in our Chiet Magiftrate, far more 
partial to the ftate governments, than to our 
national government; to pull down rather 
than to build up our Federal edifice—to vility 
the paft adminiflration of the latter—to court 
for himfelf popular favor by artifices not to be 
approved of, either for their dignity, their 
candor or their patriotifm, 

Why are we emphatically and faftidioufly 
told, that ‘the States individually have the 
principal care of our perfons our property 
and our reputation, conftituting the great 
Was itto render 
the State Governments more dear to us, more 
the objeéts of affeétionate folicitude ? No- 
thing furely was neceffary on this head ;_ they 
are already the favourites of the people, and 
if they do not forfeit the advantage by a moft 
grofs abufe of truft, muft, by the very nature 
of the objeéis confided to them, continue al- 
ways to be fo. Was it then to prevent too 
large a. portion of affection trum being be- 
fiowed on the general Government. No 
pains on this head were requifite, not only 
tor the reafon juft affigned, but for the further 
reafon that the more peculiar objeéts of this 
Government, though no lefs effential to our 
profperity than thofe of the State Govern- 
ments, oblige it often to a& upon the com- 
munity ina manner more likely to produce 
averfion than fondnefs. Accordingly every 
day furnifhes proof, that it is not the /poiled 
child otthe many. On this point the high 
example of the Prefident himfelf js pregnant 
with inftraétion. Was it to indicate the fi- 
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preme importance of the State Governments 
over that of the United States ? This was as 
little ufeful, as it was corre&t. Cognfidering 
the vaft variety of humours, prepoffeflions 
and localities, which in the much diverfified 
compofition of thefe ftates, militate againit 
the weight and authority of the general Gov- 
ernment, if union under that governient is 
neceflary, it can anfwer no valuable purpole 
to depreciate its importance in the cyes of the 
people. It is not correét ; becaufe to the 
care of the Federal Government are confided 
direétly, thofe great general interefts on which 


all particular interefts materially depend : | 


our fafety in refpect to foreign nations ; our 
tranquility in re{peét to each other ; the for- 
eign and mutual commerce of the ftates ; the 
eltablifhment and regulation of the money of 
the country ; the management of our national 
finances ; indireétly, the fecurity of liberty 
by the guarantee of a republican form of gov- 
ernment to cach fate; the fecurity of pro- 
perty by the interdiGion of laws violating the 
obligation of contraéis and iffuing the emif- 
fions of paper money under fate authority : 
(from both of which caufes the right of pro- 
perty had experienced ferious injury); the 
profperity of agriculture and manufaétures as 
intimately conneéted with that of commerce, 
aid as depending in a variety of ways upon 
the agency of the general Government: Ina 
word, it is the province of the general Gov. 
ernment to manage the greateft number of 
thofe concerns in which its provident adivity 
and exertion are of mofl importance to the 
people ; and we have only to compare the {tate 








of our country antecedent to its eftablifhment, | 
with what it has been fince, to be convinced | 


that the moft operative caufes of public 
profperity depend upon that general Gov- 
ernment. 


It is not meant, by what has been | 


faid, to infinuate that the ftate Governments | 


are not extremely ufetul im their proper 
{pheres ; but the objeét ts to guard againtt 
the milchicts of exaggerating their importance 
in derogation from that of the general Gov- 
ernment. Every attemptto do this is,remotely, 
a {tab at the Union of thefe flates ; a blow to 
our colle€tive exiflence as one people—and 
to all the bleflings which are interwoven with 
that facred fraternity. 

If it be true as infinuated that “ our organi- 
zation is toc complicated—too expenfive’’— 
let it be fimplified ; let this, however, be done 
in fuch a manner as not to mutilate, weaken 
and eventually deftroy our prefent fyftem, 
but ina manner to increafe the energy, and 
infure the duration of our national Gov- 
ernment THE Rock OF OUR POLITICAL SAL- 
VATION. 

In this infinuation, and in the fuggeftion 
that ** officers have been unneceffarily noul- 
tiplied :’’ in the intimation that appropriations 


have not been fufficiently {pecific, and that 


the fyftem of accountability to a fingle de- 
partment has been difturbed ; in this and in 
other things, too minute to be particularized,

As far as the Meflage undertakesto {pecify 
any inftance of the ae complexity of 
our organization, namely, in the inftance of 
the Judiciary Eftablithment, the late admin- 
iftration has been already vindicated. 

As to the ** undue multiplication of offices 
and officers,” it is fubftantially a mifreprefen- 
tation. It would be nothing !efs than a mira- 
cle,it in a {mall number of infltances, it had 
not happened that particular offices and of- 
ficers might have been difpenfed with. For 
in the early effays of a new government, in 
making the various eftablifhments relative to 
the affairs of a nation, fome miftakes in this 
refpe&t will arife, not withftanding the greatett 
cdution. It muft happen to every govern- 
ment that in the hurry of anew plan, fome 
agents will occafionally be employed who 
may uot be abfolutely neceffary ; and this, 
where there is every inclination to a:conomy, 
Similar things may have happened under our 
palt adminitration. But any competent 
judge, who will take the trouble to. examine 
into it, will be convinced, that there is no 
juft caufe for blame in this particular. 

The Prefident has not pointed out the cafes 
to which he applies the charge ; but he has 
communicated information ot /ome retrench- 
ments which he has made, and probably in- 
tends that the truth fhal! be interred trem 
this. 

Three inftances are particularly prefented ; 
thefe fhall be brietly examined ; it will be 
feen that they do not juflify the imputation. 
They refpett certain miniiters at foreign 
courts ; fome navy agents at particular ports ; 
and fome in{peétors ot the revenue in particu- 
lar States. 

As to the firft, it is believed to bea pretty 
jul idea, that weought not greatly to multiply 
Three permanent ones 
may perhaps, be found fufficient inthe future 
progrefs of our affairs : for France, Spain, | 
and England. The expediency of having 
thefe, is recognized by the conduct of our 
prefent Chiet Magiftrate. But, others mutt 
be employed, and during particular feafons it 
may be wife to do it for a confiderable length 
of time. Indeed there is {trong ground for 
an opinion entertained by every fenfible man, 
that there ought to be a permanent Minifter at 
every Court with which we have extenfive 
commercial relations. 

Two other Minifters were employed by 
both the former adminiftrations, one with 
Portugal, the other with Holland; and it is 
allerted without tear of denial, that this was 
done by the firft Prefident with the approba- 
tion of Mr. Jefferfon. One other Minifter 
was employed by the late Prefident at the 
Court ot Berlin. 

A commercial treaty with Portugal is ad- 
mitted, on all hands, and for obvious reafons,

In England the farmer may commonly 
plow his ground every month of winter ; 
whereas inthe caftern and mildle ftates ot 
America, the ground, during feveral months 
every year, 1s ufually locked up with froft. 
By reafon of thefe, as well as other differen- 
ces of climate and fituation, the American 
farmer fhould not implicitly adopt the Euro- 
pean rules of hufbandry. Englifh writers on 
hufbandry may be perufed with profit by a 
perfon of a judicious and difcriminating 
mind ; but whoever, in this country, fhould 
adopt their {vftems for general rules of prac- 
tice, would doom himfelt to much ufelefs Ja- 
bourandexpence. I once knew a man ot 
education and ot high official rank, whofe 
farm conftantly plunged him in debt, by rea- 
fon that he managed it altogether according 
to the fyftems of European writers. 

There are but two books of any confider- 
able fize, within my prefent recolleétion, 
which have been written in this country on 
the fubjeét of hufbandry, The firit, a’ good 
thing, was written nearly half a century ago, 
by Rev. Mr. Elliot of Conneticut ; and tlic 
other (1790) by Rev. Mr. Dean of Portlatid, 
Maflachufetts.
